County halts Alta 
Dena milk sale 


The San Bernardino County Depart- 
ment of Public Health and the En- 
vironmental Health Services Depart- 
ment stopped the sale March 18 of all 
Alta Dena raw milk produced in the 
county. County Director of Public Health 
Dr. Stephen N. Rosenberg acted in 
response to reports that one West End 
dairy was distributing raw milk that had 
been identified as carrying organisms of 
two diseases. 

The dairy, Alta Dena, Chino, dis- 
@ibutes milk in San Bernardino, Los 
Angeles, and other southland counties 

One of the two diseases, brucellosis, 
also known as undulant fever, was dis- 
covered March 8. The second disease, 
salmonella dublin, was identified March 
18. In both instances, the San Bernardino 
County Department of Public Health and 
the Environmental Health Services 
Department acted on the day these dis- 
eases were first identified 

The bacteria for both salmonella and 
brucellosis are destroyed by pasteuriza- 
tion. After the milk has been pasteuriz- 
ed, it is completely safe, according to 
Dr. Rosenberg. The health officer also 
noted that the dairy is one of the most 
sanitary in the county. It has its own 
veterinarian and maintains close control 
on the herd. However, even if the milk 
gets contaminated much less frequently 
than from other dairies that contamina- 
tion is passed on to the consumer. Once 
again pasteurization does destroy all the 
bacteria if any does occur in the product 

He adds that very few people can be 
expected to be affected by the two out- 
breaks noted in the Alta Dena herds 
Because Health officers must routinely

guard against the possibility of such in- 
fection certified raw milk products are 
very closely inspected at all times. Un- 
fortunately, this cannot always prevent 
disease because by the time the disease 
is identified, some milk with the bacteria 
may already have been distributed and 
even consumed. It takes approximately 
24 hours to identify bacteria in con- 
taminated milk, and an additional 24 to 
72 hours to identify the salmonella 
organism. The presence of these two 
organisms in the milk was first dis- 
covered by the State Department of 
Agriculture 

Dr. Rosenberg also noted that raw 
milk can carry other diseases. Among 
them, he noted, are diphtheria, shigella. 
typhoid fever, tuberculosis, streptococ- 
cal infection, and possibly Q-fever 

The incubation period of brucellosis is 
between five and 21 days, and can oc- 
casionally take up to several months to 
appear. Symptorns are irregular fever, 
headache, sweating, chills, and general 
malaise or weakness. Ordinarily the in- 
cubation period for salmonella is 
between 12 and 48 hours 

This infection can be passed to other 
persons by food handlers in schools or in 
commercial restaurants, as well as by 
family members in the home 

The symptoms of salmonella are 
stomach cramps, diarrhea, nausea and 
vomiting. The onset is very sudden. Dr 
Rosenberg suggests anyone who 
develops any of these two sets of symp- 
toms and who drank raw Alta Dena milk 
or ate raw milk products should get in 
touch with his family physician. Either 
disease can be mild or severe. Each can 
be completely and easily cured by an- 
tibiotics 

Some 16 cases of salmonella infections 
have been identified in Los Angeles 
County, eight were traced to raw milk 
from the Alta Dena dairy 

No cases of salmonella or brucellosis 
from this source have been reported in 
San Bernardino County 

It is expected that measures taken by 
the County Health Department and En- 
vironmental Health Services Depart- 
ment will prove effective in preventing 
anv outbreak of the two diseases 

Pasteurization of the output of the 
dairy will continue until ali possibility of 
infection is eradicated. It is thought that 
three of the 6.006 cows in dairy herds at 
two locations have is and three 
others were suspect. Dr. Rosenberg 
noted that some raw milk from the dairy 
might still be im grocery stocks around 
the county. He directed that any raw

Nixon resignation

West End area students responding to 
a poll favor President Nixon's resigna 
tion or removal from office 
The students took part in a nationwide 
student opinien poll on the question. In 
the West End area, about 199 percent 
favored the President's remaining in of 
fice; while about 67.1 percent felt he 
should not complete his term, About 13.4 
percent were undecided 


The survey, which was conducted 
through the month of February, indicate 
that young people in this area are 
somewhat less favorably disposed 
toward the President than are students 
nationwide 

More than 180,000 students in all parts 
of the nation took part in the poll, The 
vast majority of the students are in 
grades 5 through 12 


McVittie criticizes 
mandatory party 
unity pledges 


Bill MeVittie, Democratic candidate 
for the @5th Assembly District, criticized 
mandatory political pledges prior to a re 
cent interview of candidates by the 
Democratic Union of the 35th 
Congressional District 

The Democratic Union had requested 
that every candidate sign a pledge to un- 
conditionally endorse the successful can 
didate in his primary campaign and also 
urge his supporters to do the same 

In a brief conference beforehand, 
MeVittie stated ‘the goals of your newly 
created organization in attempting to 
develop and promote Democratic party 
unity are excellent. But 1 respectfully 
suggest that calling for such unqualified 
and predetermined commitments can 
only weaken the objective of fair cam- 
paign, practices which the public 
demands.” 

McVittie continued, “one of your 
Congressional candidates spoke out in 
opposition to this ‘party unity pledge 
this past week and you apparently 
cancelled his invitation to be inter- 
viewed, Since freedom of dissent is the 
bulwark of our constitutional form of 
government, many loyal democrats 
regret your decision 

“The newly created ‘65th Assembly 
District is almost evenly comprised of 
Democrats and Republicans. The people 


of Chino, Montclair, Ontario, Pomona 
and Upland all seek the very finest of 
representation here - a unique oppor: 
tunity for a well qualified Democrat 

Yet no candidate should be expected 
to place party over principle — nor can | 
believe that is your desire either 

‘My candidacy is not only based upon 
training and experience, but also upon a 
continuing concern for unqualified in- 
tegrily in campaign conduct and prac 
ices 

Perhaps the ‘Watergate Affair’ could 
have been avoided if enough fair-minded 
Republicans had refused to unequivocal 
ly endorse their candidates who resorted 
to unethical and unfair tactics 

Likewise, | don't expect or seek an 
unqualified post-primary endorsement 
from thy opponents atthe Ume, be they 
Democrat or Republican, withoit, ear- 
ning their respect and confidence during 
the next few months. This hold par 
ticularly true for their supporters.” 

After a brief conference, Chairman 
Bill Pitts of the Democratic Unien in- 
dicated that MeVittie would be inter 
viewed since he supported the overall 
goal of “Democratic Unity.” Myron 
Roberts, a candidate for the 35th 
Congressional District, was later inter 
viewed even though he refused to sign 
the pledge 
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Nationwide, students seem evenly split 
on the question. About 41.6 percent felt 
Nixon should remain in office, 42 percent 
thought it would be best for the country if 
he were out of office, and 16.4 percent 
were undecided 

The poll was conducted by newspapers 
in cooperation with Visual Education 
Consultants, Inc, of Madison, Wis. The 
survey was part of a comprehensive 
current events program that these 
newspapers give to echools in their area, 
The program includes weekly filmstrips 
of news photos, together with discussion 
materiais written on several levels of 
difficulty for students of varying ages. 

As part of the program in February, 
students discussed the pros and cons of 
Nixon's administration, They were then 
asked 

Considering the good things President 
Nixon has done, as well as the mistakes 
he has made, | think it would be best for 
the country tf the President 

a. completed his term in office, 

b. left office before completing his 
term 

¢. undecided ’ 

Though the nationwide results were 
nearly evenly split, regional opinions 
seemed to vary sharply, The greatest op- 
position to Nixon seemed to lie in the 
East, where just 35 percent of the 
students responding felt he should re- 
main in office, while 50 percent felt he 
should leave before completing his term. 
Fifteen percent were undecided, 
Greatest support for the President was 
in the South, where $1 pereent of the 
students responding favored his remain 
ing in office, with 35 percent opposed and 
14 percent undecided 

According to Peter Patau, managing 
editor of Visual Education Consultants, 
the survey represents one of the largest 
samplifigs of youth opinion on a public’ 
issue ever conducted in the United 
States. However, he noted, the results 
must be interpreted with some caution: 

“First, remember that student opinion 

like all public opinion -- change with 
changing events. Also, it is important to 
keep in mind that this was not a vote of 
contidence on President Nixon's perfor- 
mance in office. Some students may 
have approved the President's handling 
of his job, but still felt that it would be 
best for the nation if he left office
